In accordance with the request of Federal Emergency Administrator 
of Public Works in a letter dated February 23, 1934, funds in the amount 
OF, $250,000 were transferred by the Treasury to the Agricultural Ad just- 
ment Administration and made available for direct expenditure in connec- 
tion with work on National Recovery Administration codes, under the 
following appropriation title: 


"3_03/5640.22 National Industrial Recovery, Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration (NeR.A.Codes), 1933-35". 


Expenditures havo already beon incurred in the formulation and 
administration of codes by the various administrative offices, divisions 
and sections to which such work has been assigned, and these expenditures 
have been charged: cithor to appropriation 3X017 or appropriation 4X018. 
Now that funds have been specifically provided for the conduct of the 
work by the Agricultural Adjustment Administration on the codes, it will 
be necossary for cach office, division and section concerned to prepare 
an cstimate of the cost of this work for the period from June 26, 1933 
to March 31, 1934, presenting this estimate preferably by objective 
Classification of expenditure. This estimate should be submitted 
promptly to Mr. John B. Payne, Comptroller, sc that steps may be taken 
immediately to request the General Accounting Office for a transfer and 
counter settlement to charge the new appropriation and credit the 
appropriations out of which the exponditures have heretofore been made. 


All expenditures pertaining to work on the National Recovery 
Administration codes commencing wita April 1, 1924 must be charged to the 
new appropriation which has provided funds for that purpose. It is 
Sxssential, therefore, that each office, division and section concerned 
furnish an allotment advice on Form No. 2012, as set forth in General 
Office Order No. 4 dated October 5, 1933, covering the administrative 
expenses in connection with codes for the period from April 1, 1934 to 
June 30, 1934, inclusive. The caption of the first columm on this form 
should be changed to "To March 31, 1934", and the caption of the second 
column to "April 1, 1934 to June 30, 1934". Since tho estimates covering

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work on National Recovery Administration codes have previously been in- 
cluded in the aporoved allotments of expenditures by the office, division 
or section, such allotments will be reduced by the amounts shown in the 
estimates pertaining to work on the codes. 


Hach office, division and section performing work on the codes 
will take such steps as may be necessary in order to be in position at 
the close of each month, commencing with April, 1934, to advise the 
Office of the Comptroller, Agricultural Adjustment Administration, by 
memorandum, the pro rata amount of the payroll of the office, division 
or section which should be charged against the new appropriation. This 
information must be submitted promptly in order that the payroll may be 
approved and payment of salaries made without delay. 


All vouchers submitted on April ie 1934 and thereafter, covering 
travel and other necessary expenses pertaining to work on the codes, must 
plainly indicate that the expenditures are applicable to such work. 


In cases where bureaus of the Department are cooperating with the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration in the work on the National 
Recovery Administration codes, the fact that the expenditures arise in 
connection with this work must also be plainly indicated on all vouchers 
submitted, and reference should be made to the allotment exhibit number 
under which the expenditures were authorized.

County Corn-Hog Committees will report all cases 
of non-compliance to the Corn Loan Ficld Super- 
visor serving the district, giving the name of 
the delinquent-borrovwer, the amount of the loan, 
name and location of the lending agency handling 
the loan, farm warchouse certificaté number, and 
all facts pertaining thereto. 


The Field Supervisor vill take appropriate mea- 
sures to secure compliance by contacting the 
delinquent borrower, either direct by letter, 
or through personal interview by the Corn Loan 
Field Inspector located in the territory. 


Cases failing to respond to this effort will be 
reported to the Finance Division in full detail 
by the Field Supervisor, who will send with his 
report, a statement of the local Corn~Hog Commit-— 
tee setting out in detail reasons for the bor- 
rower's delinquency. All delinquent borrowers 
shall be given an opportunity to submit a 
similar statement setting forth their side of 
the case. 


Upon receipt of the above reports, they will be 
transmitted to the Corn-Hog Section. Such cases, 
as in the opinion of the Corn-Hog Section, justify 
recision of the loan agreement or require the 
calling of the loan, will be referréd back to the 
Finance Division where appropriate steps will be
